and establishing ways to bring larger 
community leaders and College 
leaders together. 

The group’s aim is for these goals 
to be completed by the end of the 
1979-80 school year. Some have 
already been met through such 
things as GCRKC participation in 
Professional Day, participation in stu- 
dent orientation, teamwork within the 
Council and working with the Library 
to initiate a “Community Corner” for 
publications and notification of ac- 
tivities. 

Through November the group 
plans to work with the EEO officer 
and department chairpersons on stu- 
dent internships and preparation of 
term papers on community and 
urban affairs. Community residents 


and organizations will be surveyed on — 


their feelings about deafness in 
general and Gallaudet students in 
particular. Plans for an 
Awards/Recognition Program for 
students are also being made. 
From December through February 
GCRC will make plans to have 
curriculum-related city meetings on 
campus for student observation, con- 


duct an analysis of College and com- 
munity needs and list community and 
College facilities available for use. 

Beginning in March students will 
be surveyed to find out their opinions 
on the community use of facilities. 

In addition to these goals, student 
Carl Michael Moore suggested form- 
ing a 24-hour volunteer contact ser- 
vice to bridge the gap between the 
deaf and hearing community. The 
group asked Moore to submit his sug- 
gestions in writing for future con- 
sideration. 

A different goal will be discussed at 
each upcoming monthly GCRC 
meeting. The meetings are held alter- 
nately on campus and in various 
community locations.

Three deans appointed 
for newly formed schools

The recently formed School of 
Education and Human Services, Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences and School’ 
of Communication are major parts of 
the expanding programs now 
available to students attending Gal- 
laudet. John Schuchman, vice presi- 
dent of the Division of Academic Af- 
fairs, recently announced the ap- 
pointment of deans to each of these 
three programs. 

Dr. Thomas J. Landers has been 
named dean of the School of Educa- 
tion and Human Services. Before 
coming to Gallaudet, he was profes- 
sor and chairman of the Department 
of Educational Administration in the 
School of Education at American 
University. He had held that position 
since 1970, with time off to serve asa 
Fulbright Senior Scholar and guest 
professor at the University of 
Heidelberg during the 1977-78 
academic year. In addition, he has 
taught at Northwestern State Univer- 
sity of Louisiana and at Garland Col- 
lege, where he also served as presi- 
dent. 

Of his numerous publications, the 
most recent include Essentials of

School Management, which he wrote 
with Judith G. Myers, and Manage- 
ment in Bildungswesen— Theorie 
und Praxis. He is currently preparing 
the book, The Effective Educational 
Administrator. Landers received his 
doctorate from East Texas State 
University. 

Dr. Jean Shoemaker is the new 
dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences. She comes to Gallaudet 
from the School of Science at 
Brooklyn College where she had 
served as deputy dean since 1972. 
Among her many responsibilities at 
Brooklyn College were the ad- 
ministration of the Scholars Program, 
a research program open to selected 
students, and service on the 
Faculty/Student Committee for 
Disabled Individuals. . 

Prior to her employment in higher 
education, Shoemaker taught 
general science and biology in high 
schools in New York and Ohio. She 
received her doctorate from the 
University of Wisconsin. 

Dr. David Tweedie, who has been 
a member of the Gallaudet College 
faculty since 1973, is now the acting 
dean of the new School of Com- 
munication. Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Education for the past two 
years, Tweedie has served in both the 
Department of Audiology and 
Speech and the Department of 
Education since coming to Gallaudet. 
Before that time, he worked as a 
teacher of the deaf in Illinois and as 
an audiologist in New York. 

He holds a doctorate from the 
University of Georgia and also 
earned the ASHA Certificate of 
Clinical ‘Competence in Audiology 
and Speech Pathology and a New 
York Permanent Certificate to teach 
the deaf and hard of hearing.

Professional Day focuses 
on innovative programs 


Innovative Programming was the 
theme for this semester’s Profes- 
sional Day, and a host of faculty, staff 
and students turned out to learn 
about professional programs at Gal- 
laudet, hear a keynote address by 
University of Maryland President Dr. 
John S. Toll and share their ideas 
about some of the featured 
programs. 

This year, for the first time, Profes- 
sional Day activities were combined 
with the Campus Fair, held on the 
Dining Plaza mall. More than 75 unit, 
department and program displays 
were featured, students sold food 
and the Joyful Sign and Deaf 
Awareness Troupe performed. 

Professional Day, held at the 
beginning of each semester, was 
coordinated this semester by 
Georgene Fritz, a Gallaudet doctoral 
student, with the help of Committee 
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S, a faculty committee under John 
Schuchman’s office which sponsors 
the event. 

The day is a chance for faculty, 
staff and students to exchange ideas 
about issues of interest to the campus 
community. This semester’s event 
was oriented toward demonstrating 
the excellency of professional 
programs here, with a focus on mak- 
ing fuller use of student development 
programs and creating new thinking 
about how these programs can be in- 
tegrated. 

The first Professional Day was held 
in the spring of 1977, and the 
Campus Fair began the following fall. 
The Campus Fair was conceived as a 
way to orient students to the campus. 
But this year Fritz, Gina Oliva and 
Gerilee Gustason proposed to Com- 
mittee S that the events be combined. 
Arrangements for the event were 
handled by Fritz, Oliva and Sue Lyon 
of the SUB. 

During the morning activities, Toll 
spoke on the future of higher educa- 
tion. Participants then had the oppor- 
tunity to hear brief presentations 
about a number of student develop- 
ment programs on campus. The 
presenters included William Varrieur, 
Experimential Programs Off 
Campus; Roger Beach, Counseling 
and Placement Center, Mary Ann 
Royster, Preparatory Studies 
Program; Kathy Warren, Freshmen 
Program, Henry Enright, Community 
Interest Program in Dorm 5; John 
Delaney, Foreign Studies Abroad 
Program; Deborah Shaine, Cultural 
Affairs; Shirley Stein, Campus Ex- 
change Program and the Consortium 
of Colleges and Universities; Susan 
Lyon, SUB Leadership Training 
Program; and Ethel Bothuel and 
George Boyd, Community Relations 
Program. 

During the afternoon, people at- 
tended discussion groups to share 
their concerns, ideas and information 
about the programs presented during 
the morning.

Beginning this semester, the 
Library is able to offer a new informa- 
tion service to faculty and staff as one 
of the results of its automation ac- 
tivities over the past several years. 
This service is called Selective Dis- 
semination of Information. 

This SDI service will provide you 
each month with a computer printout 
of books, audio-visual materials and 
other materials catalogued for the 
College and MSSD Libraries that is 
tailored to your individual needs and 
interests. This service will enable you 
to keep abreast (painlessly!) of recent 
additions to the Library’s collection in 
your areas of interest.

Com Catalogue out

During the past four years, the 
College Library has been converting 
many of its old cataloging records 
and all new materials to machine- 
readable form. The result of this pro- 
ject is the computer output on 
microfiche (COM) catalog now 
available for use. 

The new catalog currently contains 
cataloging information on 32,000 ti- 
tles and will continue to increase in 
size. Copies of the new catalog and 
microfiche readers will be available at 
the College Library, MSSD LRC, 
Kendall LRC, the Computer Center 
and other locations around campus. 

The microfiche catalog includes 
materials on deafness, speech and 
hearing, books, M.A. and Ph.D. dis- 
sertations, microfilms and non-print 
media for Gallaudet and MSSD. 
Videotapes and 16 mm films are not 
included in the catalog. Information 
on videotapes is available on a 
separate COM catalog. 


For the Library user, the increased 
number of locations, easy duplication 
and currency .of the new catalog 
should be positive factors. By using 
either a fiche or paper copier, the 
user can easily have lists of works of 
specific authors or subjects. The 
microfiche catalog is divided into two 
sections: the subject catalog and the 
author-title catalog. The same 
bibliographic information, call 
numbers and location symbols are 
used as in the card catalog. The card 
catalog will remain in the Library, 
although it will decrease in size as in- 
formation added to the microfiche 
catalog is withdrawn from the card 
catalog.

The Bison offense never got un- 
tracked, gaining only 29 yards 
rushing and failing to complete any 
of 5 passes. UDC rolled up 276 yards 
total offense inposting its first victory 
of the season. 

Mike Currie, a 5’6”, 160-pound 
freshman running back, was at home 
on his old high school field, scoring 
two touchdowns for the Firebirds. 
UDC’s other scores came on a 17- 
yard pass and a fourth-quarter safety. 

The Bisons’ home opener was 
Saturday, Sept. 22 against the 
University of North Carolina, 
Wilmington club team. Last Saturday, 
the Bison travelled to nearby Catholic 
University for their annual match 
against the Cardinals.
